School Report. 


In compliance with the requirements of the Public Statutes, 
the School Board of Newington herewith submits the annual 
report for the year ending February, 1895. 

The year just passed has been a successful one for the 
school. ‘The school has been in session 32 weeks, and the 
winter term, now in session, will continue throughout March. 

The spring term was taught by Miss Emilie deRochemont, 
the fall and winter terms by Miss Hattie M. Hook. 

Mr. Chauncey B. Hoyt of Portsmouth has generously given 
his services as special teacher of writing for the rest of the 
year. 

The efforts of the School Board have been earnestly directed 
to securing the best possible for the interest of the school, and 
it gives them pleasure to state how greatly they have been 
helped in this duty by the hearty co-operation of the teachers. 
They believe that the teachers have been thoroughly compe- 
tent to give the needed instruction and faithful in the perform. 
ance of their duties. Their personal influence has been such 
as to win the confidence and respect of the scholars and in- 
spire a real interest in learning. Evidences of their success 
and of the prosperity of the school are seen in the quiet, order- 
ly manner in which the school has been conducted, and in the 
kindly feeling and pleasant relations existing between teachers 
and pupils. 

The attendance has been gvod, comparison with the statis- 
tics of last year, showing a slight increase in the average 
daily attendance. ‘The Rollof Honor for the first term has 
the name of William K. Coleman, and for the second term 
Beth L. Hoyt. 

During the year $107 was expended for school supplies. 
The average cost to each scholar is thus less than $3, which 
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would seem as low as could be expected since the school was 
found to be in need of many common supplies, and additional 
text-books were, necessary to replace those worn out. With 
better equipment for work the school has made marked pro- 
gress during the year, and the Board believes that it isa most 
important step in maintaining a good school that the school 
should be kept well supplied with all things necessary for suc- 
cessful work. 

The Board most earnestly recommends that, if possible, the 
same teacher be retained throughout the year. However great 
the fitness of a teacher for the place, the details of the work 
and some knowledge of the scholars must be acquired by her 
before any successful work can be done. When two or more 
changes are made in the year much valuable time must, of ne- 
cessity, be wasted. The confusion that invariably follows these 
changes should be avoided by retaining throughout the year 
the services of an experienced and energetic teacher. 

Miss Hook has given unusual satisfaction. Her methods 
are good and in keeping with modern ways of teaching, and it 
would seem the wisest plan for the school to remain in her 
charge. 

The Board also recommends that the school year be 
lengthened, making it 38 weeks, which time is much in favor 
in New England schools. 

Repairs and improvements are needed in the school-house, 
and the Board advises that a small appropriation be made for 
that purpose. 

Parents and others interested are urged to visit the school 
and become acquainted with the daily work, both for their own 
satisfaction and for the encouragement of teachers and schol- 
ars

The Langdon Library. 


As another year in the history of the Langdon Free 
Public Library draws to a close, the trustees submit to 
the public their third annual report, which embraces the 
library year from February 5, 1894, to February 15, 1895. 

The trustees are gratified to report that after two years’ 
trial the new building shows no appearance of imparting 
dampness to the books; and the re-arrangement of the 
book cases much improves the lighting, general appear- 
ance and convenience of the reading room. 

A book case for the reference library, a magazine rack 
for periodicals, and an umbrella rack for the vestibule 
have been added to the furnishings of the library. 

Recognizing the value of the state publications, the 
trustees have asked that the name of Newington be added 
to the list of privileged towns entitled to all state publica- 
tions as they are issued. 

The information contained in these reports is collected 
with great care, and published at great expense, for the 
enlightenment of all] citizens of the state; and though 
these books may not equal in attractiveness other classes 
of books, some of them are of positive and increasing val- 
ue and interest; and such works are sought in all parts of 
the world by those who desire to study our institutions as 
a basis for the administration of public affairs in other 
communities. | 

During the past year the accession catalogue has been 
nearly completed, and the work of preparing a catalogue 
for home use is well underway. In estimating the time 
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and thought involved in this undertaking, it may be said 
that Rochester has recently completed the classification 
and cataloguing. of a library, about the size of our own, 
with the help of a trained assistant from the Dover li- 
brary, whose services were continuous there for three 
months to supervise the work of the regular attendants. 
A librarian from another part of the state sends us his 
recently published catalogue with the statement that he 
has given five years’ study to the work, and has had the 
assistance during the whole summer of an expert in the 
preparation of his book. 

While the trustees purpose to exercise due diligence in 
the care of the library and its valuable contents, they do 
not regard books as specimens of bric-a-brac, too delicate 
for handling or too fine for daily use; and since those 
books most constantly in circulation inevitably show signs 
of wear, it requires much judgment to determine at what 
stage of dilapidation re-binding should take place It is 
also a nice question to decide what magazines and other 
periodicals are worthy of preservation in substantial bind- 
ings. 

With reference to a few authors, whose books are most 
frequently called for, it is well to note that books that en- 
tice are not always the ones we most need to read. 
Though it is generally true, as Oliver Wendell Holmes 
wittily remarks, that the foolishest book is a kind of leaky 
boat on a sea of wisdom, and some of the wisdom will get 
in anyhow. Lord Bacon is surely right in his assertion 
that some books are to be tasted, others to be swallowed, 
and some few chewed and digested. Reading cannot cre- 
ate ability, though it may aid in directing it. 

An item which should be ot special interest in a library 
is the character of the selections made by its readers, 
which are too apt to be hap-hazard, rather than the intelli- 
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gent, discriminating choice of the best authors. We are 
glad to report a slight percentage of increase in the line 
of the best reading, though the percentage of fiction 
taken out—81 pei cent.—is altogether too large. In making 
selections for the reading table, the trustees endeavor to 
answer the popular demand and necessities, so far as their 
resources permit ; and suggestions relating to this depart- 
ment are cordially invited and gladly welcomed. 

It is hoped that every local organization will follow the 
Seempie or the W. C. T. U., the Ladies’ Reapers’ Cir- 
cle, the Y. P.S. C. E., and the Sabbath School, in regular- 
ly supplying the reading table with periodicals represent- 
ing their respective aims and principles. 

The trustees desire that all periodicals should enter the 
general circulation, and thus disseminate widely, not only 
a knowledge of standard authors in the different pepart- 
ments of literature, but also the most recent thoughts of 
current writers on matters pertaining to religion, science, 
politics, temperance, agriculture, domestic economy, 
amusements, fashions, etc. 

The officers of the library are pleased to know that their 
efforts to meet the wants of the citizens have been appre- 
ciated, and that so many persons, especially the young, 
avail themselves of the advantages of the reading table 
and the reference library. They would be glad to see this 
number so largely increased as to make the furnishing of 
the side room for their accommodation an imperative ne- 
cessity.

In concluding this report the trustees invite attention 
to the remarkable growth of libraries in the country with- 
in the past few years. Our own state is proud to claim 
the first legislative enactment authorizing the establish 
ment of town libraries. Peterborough contains the oldest 
free town library in the country, and perhaps in the world, 
for Old World libraries are not supported by popular taxa- 
tion. Realizing the significance of the latter clause of the 
state law of 1828, relating to the disposition of the State 
Literary Fund, Peterborough applied its portion of this 
fund for 1833 to the purchase of books for a town library. 

Under the law of 1891, there have been added to the 
educational influences of the state 113 free libraries. 

Though of recent origin, our own public library deserves 
recognition as a permanent educational institution, and as 
such it should offer the facilities and receive the patron- 
age and financial support which its importance demands, 
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furnishing as it does the greatest agency for promoting 
education supplementary to the public school, and giving 
to the whole people the readiest means of culture. 

The fact that the circulation of books is on the increase 
is gratifying, and we urge the people to multiply their vis- 
its to the library established and maintained for their ben- 
efit.
